FOREIGN. 


The recent foreign news is of great interest, as bearing upon questions affecting our relations with Great Britain. The British Government have instructed 
their Minister here to inform us that the slaves, who landed on the Island of Nassau, after murdering the Captain of the Creole, on her voyage to New Orleans, 
would not be surrendered. ‘The position of the Governnent is a denial of the right of property in slaves, and comes in direct conflict with the recent letter of 
the Secretary of State, Mr. Webster. It increases greatly the danger of an interruption of our friendly relations with Great Britain. 

On the other hand, the French Government has refused to accede—to the treaty of the five great powers of Europe, granting a muiual right of search by 
~ cruisers of thos« powers for the purpose of suppressing the slave trade. In this respect, the position of France accords with that of our Governme::t. Such 
a right would give great advantage to a strong naval power, and is justly regarded by weaker ones, with jealousy and apprehension.
